DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

1. Claims 1-10,12-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art references of the record, either stand-alone or in combination, 
teaches a rotary support wherein an elastic connection device establishes an elastic 
force fitting connection of the hollow cylindrical body with the tubular structure to allow 
for rotation of the tubular structure, while the outwardly projecting elevations cools the 
elastic connection device and holds it in place, as recited in the claims. 

US 6443295 disclose a motorized conveyor pulley with reduced internal loading 
comprising: pulley drum with axially opposite end plates and drive transmission, fitting 
grooves; an O-ring fitted in a groove of the outer portion of the drum body. 

US 6035999 disclose a zoned transport conveyor belt comprising: a roller 
assembly, a cylindrical roller member, belts disposed in cavities of the outer periphery of 
the annular engagement wall. 

US 2005/0121296 disclose a conveyor roller with brake comprising: a motorized 
roller assembly, O-rings which drive adjacent idler rollers which freely rotate about their 
shafts portions and drive the next adjacent idler rollers via respective O-rings. 
However, the prior art does not teach the roller assembly to have outwardly projecting 
elevations to define between the groups of fixing elements peripheral channels in the 
longitudinal direction to circulate coolant and for the fixing element to establish an 
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elastic force-fitting connection of the hollow cylindrical body with the tubular structure so 
that rotation of the hollow cylindrical body causes a rotation of the tubular structure.
